Dear Michael, 


On August 3 I'll be leaving for England for the 1987-88 academic year and will 
return here only for a few days in October for the Conference on Philosophical Lessons 
From Quantum Theory. So, I would like to finalize travel arrangements for the speakers 
and obtain the summary of your talk before I leave. Although I have mentioned it 
previously, please let me stress again that the papers should be understandable to 
philosophers in general, not just to experts in the foundational problems of quantum 
mechanics. Those are the ground rules to which we agreed in the announcement for the 
conference. I believe it is important that we honor that commitment. There will be plenty 
of opportunity for epsilontics in the formal and informal discussion sessions. Well, 
enough lecturing here for me! 


Thank you for the summary of your talk. Along with it, we will also be sending 
the participants a brief list of references to the work of each speaker. To keep the list short 
enough to be useful before the conference, just two previously published titles by each 
speaker will appear. The two references I intend to give for you are:

If you feel that some other of your work already published (in a reasonably accessible 
journal or book) would be better suited for this audience and for the general theme of the 


conference, please let me know. I will, of course, accede to your wishes in this. 


Now let me turn to the travel arrangements. In order to take advantage of an APEX 
fare for a stay of seven days or more, I plan to leave London on Sunday, September 27, 
and return from South Bend on Sunday, October 4. If you are able to spend seven days 


here, please let me know on what dates you will travel and I'll book an APEX ticket for 
you as well. I could simply bring it with me when I come over in August.
